CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the Senate, on the 6th, cons:deration or 
the Tariff bill was resumed, and Mr. Mor- 
gan’s propose’! amcndment to reduce the 
duty on Bessemer iron ore was discussed. 
Senator Gorman made a jong speech in 
favor of reducing the rate. A proposition 
to reduce the rate from seventy-five to sixty 
cents per ton was defeated, and without fin- 
ishing the iron ore paragraph the Senate 
adjourned...... In the House the conference 
report onthe “Original Package” bill was 
adopted, after which consideration of the 
General Deficiency bill was resumed in 
| committee of the whole, but without dis- 
posing of the measure. 





IN the Senate, on the 7th, consideration of 
the Tariff bill was resumed, and considera- 
ble progress was made with the metal 
schedule. Several propositions from Demo- 
| erats to reduce rates were defeated by 
strict party votes...... In the House, after 
preliminary matters had been attended to, 
the General Deficiency bill was taken up 
and disposed of in committee of the whole. 
When the committee rose all the amend- 
ments were agreed to except one granting 
an extraamonth’s pay to employes of the 
Senate and House, and then the bill went 
over, 


In the Senate, on the 8ih, the conference 
report on the Fortification bill was adopted. 
Along discussion ensued on the confer- 
ence report on the Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tions bill, which was finally agreed to, and 
a further conference was ordered on the ir- 
rigation items. Late in the afternoon the 
Tariff bill was taken up, but no progress 
was made with it...... In the House consid- 
eration of the General Deficiency bill was 
| finished early inthe afternoon, and the bill 
was pas3ed. The remainder jof the after- 
noon was spent discussing a resolution 
from the committes on rules to bring the 
Sonate amendments to the Indian Appro- 
priation bill before the House for immedi- 
ate consideration. E 

‘IN the Senate, on the 9th, Mr. Floar offered 
aresolution, which was referred to the com- 
| mittee on rules, intended to shorten debate 
| on the Tariff bill or other measures which 
| may lead to long debate by the incorpora- 
| tion of a limited “previous question” rule in 
the rules of the Senate. The Tariff bill was 
then taken up, but owing to prolonged 
speeches of a general nature, but little 
| progress was made...... In the House Mr. 
| Enloe, rising to a question of privilege, said 
he had been forcibly detained, while at- 
tempting to leave the House, by a door- 
keeper, claiming to act under orders of the 
Speaker. The Speaker ruled tho question 
admissible, and it was referred to the com- 
mittee on the judiciary. The House then, 
after diacussion, refused to concur in the 
‘Senato amendinents to the Indiaa Appro- 
priation bill and adjourned. 

In the Senate, on the llth, consideration 
of the Tariff bill was continued, the discus- 
sion turning on the question of time wasted 
on individual items. Several proposed 
amendments to the metal schedule were 
yoted down. Just before adjournment Mr. 
Edmunds offered a resolution which went 
over, to put the five minute rule into effect 
on the discussion of individual items in the 
| Sree In the House, after somo filibuster- 
ing over the approval of the journal, a fur- 
ther conference on some disputed amend- 
qwents to the Sundry Civil Appropriations 
bill was ordered. The Atkinson bill, regu- 
lating steam railroads in the District of 
Columbia, was taken up but final action on 
it was prevonted by dilatory motions,

Cmer-Justice Corson of the Supreme 
Court of South Dakota, on the 11th,

laws already enacted. He affirms tho 
‘sonstitutionality of the law, and gives

‘sourts, making it final jurisdiction in 
any such cases. 
CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

JosEPH BARTLETT, Charles Morton 
iand James Daly, “green-goods” 
were arrested in New York City, on 
the 9th, and held for trial. They had 
been sending circulars to all parts of 
the country, and their arrest was 
brought about through a circular sent 
to Russel Harrison, tlhe son of the Pres- 
ident, which was placed in the hands of 
Post-Office Department special officers, 
| who finally made the arrests. 

On the 10th a carefully-sealed bottle, 
| containing the following letter written 
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netify Bailey & Co., Hull, England. 
We are thirteen men aboard and all in 
a starved condition. My mother, Oh, 
my mother! She lives in Hidgron 
street, Leavitt Terrace, Hull, England. 
Good-bye if we are not saved.” The 
writing was signed by John Dudlow, 
first mate. 

THE bodies of eight murdered infants 
were found in Memphis, Tenn., during 
the week ended on the 9th, the discov 
eries being of a most ghastly nature. 

A DETAIL of 180 prisoners en route to 
Siberia, recently, attacked their escort 
of fifty-three soldiers, and a bloody 
fight ensued. The soldiers charged upon 
the prisoners with fixed bayonets and 
killed eleven of them. A number of 
others were severely wounded and the 
revolt was soon quelled. 

On the 11th Captain Henry D. Perry, 
a well-known farmer and fisherman of 
Agawam, Mass., went tothe Connecticut 
river to get water, backed his teaminto 
the stream and was drowned. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 8th the new Cabinet of the 
Argentine Repubiic presented its pro- 
gramme to the Chamber of Deputies. 
It sets forth that due respect will be 
paid to the Constitution; that the pub- 
lic funds will be justly administered, 
and that efforts will be made to de- 
velop the national resources. 

On the 10th forty thousand Socialists, 
including a large number of women, 
paraded the streets of Brussels, ina 
demonstration in favor of universal suf- 
frage. Many of the paraders were from 
the provinces, some of them walking 
long distances to take part. The troops 
were confined in the barracks all day, 
and the police patroled the streets, but 
there was no disorder. 

Tr census of Massachusetts, with 
one city and three towns estimated, 
gives the total population as 2,194,586. 
While the State has not fallen behind 
in its ratio of growth, the number of 
Congressmen will remain the same as 
at present. 

DELEGATES from a large percentage- 
of the quarrymen’s unions of the coun 
try met at Quincy, Mass., on the 11th, 
to organize a quarrymen’s National 
union. Between fifty and one hundred 
delegates, representing unions of vari- 
ous States, were in attendance. 

REBEL Arabs defeated the Morocco 
army at Citinzi, recently, with consid- 
erable loss. One hundred and twenty 
captives taken by the rebels were put 
to death. 
who was among the captured, was com- 
peled to eat toasted portions of his own 
flesh. 

Ar Jeddah one hundred and twenty- 
six deaths from cholera occurred on 
the 10th, and at Mecca the deaths from 
the disease numbered 108. 

Tne Italian Government has ordered 
the cessation of emigration from Italy 
to the countries of South America. 

AccorvINn@ to the official rough count 
the population of Chattanooga, Tenn., 
is 29,109, an increase during the past de- 
cade of 125.79 per cent.

THE convention to make a new Con- 
stitution for Mississippi met at Jackson 
on the 12th. 

AN attempt was made on the 11th by 
several prisoners to escape from jail at 
Fayetteville, Tenn. David Thomason, 
who had been sent into the jail to give 
the prisoners water, was seized by the 
inmates, pushed into a cell and locked 
up. The Sheriff's wife hearing the 
cries of Thomason, rushed to the jail 
door, and with a cocked pistol prevented 
the prisoners from escaping until as- 
sistance arrived. 

A GREAT deal of excitement is re- 
ported at Hattiesburg, Miss., over an 
alleged outbreak of smallpox. 

Preorie living near Tyne, Ga., are 
badly scared over the probably fatal 
work of a mad dog which has terrorized 
the neighborhood. 

James O’Nett and Charles Beach, two 
boys, aged respectively 8 and 9 years, 
were poisoned at Whitney’s Point, N. 
Y., on the 11th, by drinking birch beer. 
O’Neil is dead and Beach cannot live. 


Tue original package houses of Brink- 
ley, Ark., have closed their doors on ac- 
count of the recent bill passed by the 
Senate, and are now awaiting advice 
from their lawyers before resuming 
business. 

A LARGE mineral spring has been dis- 
covered three miles east of Milan, Tenn. 
The water flows out under the roots of a 
large catawba tree, and it is now called 
the Catawba Springs. This water is 
said to contain medical properties. 

A sALoon at Hecker’s Camp, South 
Dakota, was blown up by drunken 
tramps on the 1lth. The proprietor 
was blown into the river, but escaped 
unhurt.

Dr. Isidore Labatut, the oldest prac- 
ticing physician in New Orleans, and 
probably the oldest member of the med- 
ical profession in the United States, 
died of old age the other day under the 
same roof which covered his birth on 
April 16, 1793. His father, the noted 
General Labatut, fought at Camp Chal- 
mette, and died at the ripe age of 
eighty-five. Isidore was the secoryl of 
five sons. He completed his studies 
in Paris just in time to enlist with Na- 
poleon as a medical cadet in the disas 
trous Waterloo campaign.

Recently 
agreat many thefts have annoyed the 
people, and to this organization, com- 
posed of white boys of from fifteen to 
twenty years of age, these crimes are 
charged. Several of the band have 
been arrested, and from one of these 
the information concerning the gang’s 
organization was obtained by the police. 





Took Of His Convict Garb. 

Old in years and bent in frame, 
James Turner, the longest term prison- 
erin the Kentucky penitentiary, took 
off his convict garb and walked out the 
other night a free man, under the 
parole system. Turner served sixteen 
years, and was in jail two years before 
he was taken to the penitentiary. When 
he entered he was forty-eight years of 
age, and a fine specimen of manhood; he

A Juvenile Colored Desperado. 

John Johnson, a negro boy fourteen 
years old, was arrested at Opelika, 
Ala., the other day, where he is wanted 
for a dozen crimes. He is charged with 
murder, highway robbery, burglary, 
grand larceny and various smaller of- 
fenses. The boy had been a fugitive 
from justice some time, and was capt- 
ured while in the act of robbing a pri- 
vate residence.

A post mortem devel- 
oped the fact that poison was the 
cause. Mrs. Williams ate a small can- 
taleup, was immediately taken ill and 
died ina few hours.

A BAD SMASH. 


Serious Freight Wreck, with Fatal Re- 
sults, on the New York Central—Cars 
Actually Leaped Over the Telegraph 
Wires—The Victims. 

Rocnester, N. Y., Aug. 12.—A Lad 
freight smash-up.occurred yesterday on 
the Auburit division ~of the New York 
Central‘at Railroad Mills, about twenty- 
five miles east of this city. At 12:45 p. 
m. regular freight No. 42 collided with 
an xtra freight train at that point. 
Both engines were completely demol- 
ished. About twenty cars were wrecked. 
The cars actually leaped over the tele- 
graph wires along the track and tore 
them down, The regular train was in 
charge of Conductor Addison, and the 
extra was in charge of Conductor Bath. 
The accident was the result of a blun- 
der in the order given to the two trains.

THE CENTRAL STRIKE. 





fhe Knights of Labor Strike on the New 

York Central Railroad Said to be Prac- 

tically Ended—The Brotherhood of En- 

gineers Takes Occasion to Settle an Old 

Score with the Knights. 

New York, Aug. 12.—The Sun this 
morning says: The strike on the New 
York Central road is practically at an 
end, and the Knights of Labor have suf- 
fered the most crushing defeat in their 
history. The Knights made appeals to 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engin- 
eers to the Firemen’s Brotherhood, to 
the switchmen’s unions on other roads 
in the Vanderbilt system and other 
organizations, begging them to 
come to their support in their fight 
against the;Contral. These requests have 
met with a rigid refusal, and that set- 
tled it so far as the New York Central 
was concerned. The developments of 
yesterday had a much greater signifi- 
cance than the success of the New Vork 
Central in the present struggle. 

It become apparent that the occasion 
had been seized by other labor organ- 
izations to settle some old scores with 
the Autocratic Knigbts. The revenge 
is so complete that it promises to 
amount to a death blow. The squaring 
of accounts by the Brotherhood of En- 
gineers is the most interesting of all. 
They have taken ample revenge for the 
*Q” strike. 





CLEARED THE YARDS. 





Pinkerton Men Used to Clear the Yardy 
at Syracuse, N. Y., of Striking New 
York Central Train Men—An Ultimatum 
to the Strikers which was Misunder- 
stood. 

Syracuse, N. Y., Aug. 11.—At 4 p. 
m., fifty Pinkerton detectives and- 100 
railroad men went to East Syracuse. 
The Pinkertons formed in line and 
cleared the yard, the strikers yielding 
without a struggle. The strikers are 
now in session. The other men atonce 
went to work, making up freight trains. 
It is reported that the strikers wero 
advised by their leaders at Albany to 
surrender on having word from Goy- 
ernor Ilill that the military would be 
ordered to East Syracuse at once if the 
running of all trains was not permitted. 

At noon yesterday Yardmaster Sher- 
man at East Syracuse notified the 
strikers that all who wished to return 
to work must report to him at five 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, when the 
pay car was expected. He said that 
those who did not report would be dis- 
charged immediately. This was mis- 
understood by the Knights to mean 
that the military might return again 
last evening. They held a meeting at 
2p. m., but only evasive answers were 
made to inquiries concerning the meet- 
ing’s object. 





FEARFUL EXPLOSION.

An Explosion, Presumably of Natural 

Gas, Causes an Upheaval of About Four 

Acres of Ground in Indiana, Followed 

by a Volume of Flame More than Two 

Hundred Feet High. 

Co.umBus, Ind., Aug. 12.—A_ tele- 
phone message from Barney’s Station, 
on the Big Four road, gives an account 
of a terrible explosion half way be- 
tween that place and St. Paul, about 
eighteen miles west of this city, 
shaking the earth for miles around. 

The theory is that the cause was 
natural gas, as a number of wells have 
been struck in that vicinity. The 
earth opened for a distance of several 
hundred feet and about four acres of 
ground was torn up by the upheaval, 
which threw up earth, stones and trees 
several feet. 

Around the outer edges the ground 
sank down a considerable distance. A 
large volume of fire and flame burst 
from the fissure and is now blazing up 
two hundred or three hundred feet and 
roaring loud enough to be heard for 
miles. The centre of the crevasse is in 
a bed of flat rock at the mouth of Coin’s 
Creek. 

The water in the stream is repeled 
by the force of the flames and drawn 
around over the upheaved ground. Great

Grand Army Week Opens Auspiciously in 
Boston—Hosts of Veterans Arrive at the 
Hub and Are Warmly Welcomed—Dis- 
tinguished Guests, Among Them the 
President of the United States, who 
Arrived on the Cruiser Baltimore. 
Boston, Aug. 12.—The proverbial 

“oldest inhabitant” is at his wits’ end to 

recall any previous occasion when the 

Hub has tried so hard to ‘do 

herself proud.” The Wisconsin del- 

egation came. in to-day in twenty 
coaches of three sections and received 

a hearty welcome. Among them were 

Governor Hoard, Senior Vice-Com- 

mander-in-Chief Weissert, Commander 

Bryant, all the members of his personal 

staff, and Mrs. Helen Holmes Charlton, 

department president of the Woman’s 

Relief Corps. 

Another great excursion train was 
that from Sioux City, Ia., one car of 
which represented a corn palace; the 
next three the Grand Army in National 
colors, and the fourth Hancock Post of 
Sioux City. 

The members of A. B. Walcott Post 
No. 1, of Milwaukee, are the guests 
of Lawrence Post, of Metford. 

General Alger has arrived, and is the 
lion of the day, but almost equally en- 
thusiastic greetings are given Governor 
Hovey of Indiana wherever he is seen. 

President Harrison, who spent Sunday 
night in the Sound on the steamer Balt- 
imore, reached the city about five 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and was 
received by the municipal authorities 
and all the Grand Army on the ground. 

Among the interesting events of the 
day was the opening of an exhibition of 
the products of Texas and Kansas at 
Horticultural Hall, which has | been 
beautifully decorated with the fruits of 
the soil and several hundred jars of 
seeds, growing corn, flowérs, ctc. The 
exhibition is under the management of 
H. W. Nye, of the National Grand Army 
council administration. Tho establish- 
mentis a most interesting one and tends 
to remove the idea that either Texas or 
Kansas is a barren desert. 

The meeting of the Vermont brig- 
ade was hold at noon on Boston Com- 
mon, being called to order by its old 
commander, General L. A. Grant. An 
address of welcome was made by Mayor 
Hart, to which responses were made by 
J. L. Lewis, postmaster at Atlanta, Ga., 
formerly Colonel of the Fifth Ver- 
mont; Colonel Albert Clerk, secretary 
of the Old Market Club, and other com- 
rades. The entire day will be devoted 
to recoption of delegates. To-day 
the Grand Army parade occurs, and to- 
morrow the encampment formally 
opens. 

The proposal to change the style of 
the Grand Army buttons, which comes 
from the Illinols delegates, is being 
freely discussed by the veterans that 
have already arrived. The majority 
of them express themselves as favor- 
able to the change on the ground that 
the present insignia is being counter- 
feited or imitated by vory many 
secret and other societies. Tho 
delegates to the convention  prop- 
er, however, have the deciding 
voice in the matter, and it will be 
formally brought before them by reso- 
lution. 

Contrary to the experience of pre- 
vious encampments there is no 
boom for any one in particular for the 
office of Commander-in-Chief, and tho 
race willin all probability be confined 
to Eastern aspirants, with the chances 
that the Department of Massachusetts 
will capture the prize. 

The Detroit delegation, carrying red, 
white and blue umbrellas, inscribed: 
“Boston, 1890; Detroit, 1891," made a 
picturesque appearance on Newspaper 
Row. They were accompanied by War 
Governor Austin Blair, Mayor Pingree 
of Detroit and representatives of De- 
troit papers. They want the encamp- 
ment next year. The council of. De- 
troit has tendered a reception to that 
end.

All the newspapers 
here, wiih the exception of an afternoon 
daily. trint its advertizements and the 
teleers; hic announcements of the month- 
ly drawings. Tickets are purchased 
here iv the thousand every month, and 
the comoany has a local agent with a 


regular foree of clerks. an] it also has a | 


local attorney, and recently it has ac. 
quired a well organized and extensive 
lobby. 

Postofiice Investigations. 

The postoffice department has recently 
been conducting some investigati m3. 
and some rather star'line discoveries 
have been made. It is found that the 
lottery has accomplices in the govern- 
met service and even in the postal 
service. Joseph King, the postoffice in- 
spector in charge of this division, has 
been working on the matter for the paat 
three or four months, and he has col- 
lected considerable evidence showing 
the methods and extent of the lottery 
company’s operations here. It appears 
that Washington has been 4 very great 
and profitable field. 

The inspector submitted a lot of evi- 
dence relative to the June drawing some 
ime ago, The district attorney, John 
Blair Hoge. was asked to institute pro- 
ceedings, but he made no reply to the 
department's communication until a 
second batch of evideice regarding the 
July drawings was forwarded. The in- 
vestigation of-the August drawing is 
under wav, and the evidence will be 
subnitted and the district attorney’s at- 
tention again calied to the facts, 

The investigations thus far conducted 
show that a box in the city postoffice 
was rented for M. A. Dauphin and the 
Louisiana Lottery company by an at- 
torney named Charles Thompson, who 
takes a tury at lobbying now and then 
when legislation against the Louisiana 
concern is threatened. The daily mail 
varied from 800 to 2,500 letters, but it 
never fell below the former figures. 
employe of the 
Adams Express company, which does 
the lottery company’s business, would 
call at the postoffice and receive this 
mail. It would be taken in charge by 
the express and shipped to Baltimore in 
packages at times. The delivery of 
mail, it was found, was an obliging 

ractice, which had grown up without 

he warrant of law. since no one could 
produce the authority from the man 
renting the postoffice box. 

The fact that Washington is used ag 
a distributing point was not long kept 
secret ufter it became known that’ an 
immense amount of printing was done 
here for the lotte: ® company. The dis- 
tributing center was usually some place 
up town near the treasury building and 
convenient to the express company’s 
branch office. Bags .f mail would be 
deposited at the city postoffice mailing 
division, sometimes dumped out of 
wazons whose drivers had been hired 
temporarily. But this .aail was always 
made up systematically, bundles for 
states, counties, etce., being neatly tied 
together so that handling by the mail 
clerks was greatly facilitated. Govern- 
ment stamped two-cent envelopes were 
always used, and being sealed. the post- 
oftice department had no authority to 
interfere with the mail. 

{In one instance 23,000 pieces were 
du ped at the mailing division, mostly 
addressed to places in the eastern states. 
This represented but a single day's mail 
sent out by the lottery company. A 
few loose pieces found in the mass con- 
sisted of lottery circulars, drawings, etc. 
Conclusive evidence. however, was 
found of the unlawful character of the 
mail by marking a large number of 
pieces addre sed to Raltimore and Wil- 
mington, Del., for idextification. The 
addresses of persons to whom the sup- 
posed letters were addressed were taken, 
and agents of the postoffice department 
learned from these persons that, as had 
been suspected, the only contents of the 
supp sed letters were the lottery circu- 
rs. 

Most of this work seems to be done 
for the lottery company by geo who 
in past years were connected with the 
postoffice department, and by reason of 
their experience are able to direct the 
evasion of postal laws and to devise 
mean: to keep outside the clutches of 
the law. The Baltimore end of the 
business is conducied by persons of this 
rort. In this connectio. is mentioned a 
—— politician. lately a candidate 
or postmaster of that city. 

Wil ir Staad the Test ? 

The postottice department officials are 
of the opinion that the attempts to evade 
the law will not stand the test in the 
courts and the district attorney will be 
urged to ey the cases. The depart- 
ment has laid the mass of evidence be- 
fore District Attorney Hoge and asked 
him to begin proceedings. Section 3894 
of the revised statutes, as amended by 
subsequent legislation, is thonght to 
cover the case.

PARTISAN FALSEHOODS. 


Mr. Cannon Shows That There Will Be 
No Treasury Deficit. 

The Democratic press has for weeks 
been full of reckless statements to the 
effect that the present Congress has 
passed legislation, including the dis- 
ability pension measure, requiring so 
much money that there will be an enor- 
mous Treasury deficit. Representative 
Cannon, chairman of the House com- 
mittée on appropriations, has made a 
clear and concise statement showing 
the falsity of the Democratic charge. 
He says: 

The ordinary revenues of the Government 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1889, are re- 
ported by the Treasury at $02,083,000; under 
existing laws there is no reason to anticipate 
aless sum from the ordinary revenue during 
1891. The postal revenues for 1891 are es- 
timated by the Postmaster-General at %65,414,- 
000, making a total of 8467,497,000. Deducting 
aggregate appropriations of %350,000,000, there 
will be a surplus of $117,497,000, which is more 
than ample to meet the requirements of the 
new pension law and the reduction of taxation 
from the enactment of the Mckinley bill, es- 
timated at $60,000,000. 

With a surplus of over $117,000,000 
there is ample funds to pay expenditures. 
The one item that will show any large 
increase of expenditures is that for pen- 
sions, and we are quite sure that the 
Republicans of the Nation—and a good 
many Democrats, too—will not grumble 
at this. 

Any reasoning person knows that, as 
the country grows in population and in 
wealth—and our growthin both these 
is rapid—the expenditures necessarily 
increase. And he knows, too, that the 
revenues steadily increase also. And he 
also knows that the money expended by 
the Government at once goes inte circu- 
lation, and helps the business of the 
country. So long as expenditures are 
wisely made—and none has been au- 
thorized by the present Congress that is 
not—there is no reason for fault-find- 
ing, if the expenditure is within the 
revenue. That this is the fact is con- 
clusively shown by Mr. Cannon.—Tolede 
Blade.
